WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced today 
that he was working on plans for 
one meatless day a week in this 
country as the means of diverting 
30 to 40 ships for the transporta- 
tion of guns, ammunition and 
tanks to the fighting fronts. 

Nothing final has been decided, 
he told his press conference. He 


and his advisers, he said, have 
not got around to discussing when 
the meatless day program would 
start. 

' The proposal, the President indi- 
cated, had arisen in his discus- 
sions with Prime Minister Peter 
Fraser of New Zealand. He said 
Americans probably would be 
amazed if they knew what per- 
centage of their meats. came from 
New Zealand, Australia and Ar- 
gentina. He also indicated that 
shipments to this country from 
Argentina would be cut down so 
that ships carrying war goods to 
New Zealand and Australia could 
come back loaded with colonial 
meats, 

He joked that the one meatless 
day would be some other day than 
Friday. 

Although. the President did not 
Say so, one meatless day a week 
probably would affect the price of 
domestic meat since the demand 
would be lessened by just that 
much..He 


was his sole consideration. 


‘Plans Labor Day Message. 

. The President told reporters he 
would send a special message to 
Congress on Labor Day explaining 
hig program for the simultaneous 
stabilization of wages and farm 
prices and would go on the radio 
later in the day in a more general 
address to the people. 

He said that. President Philip 
Murray of the CIO and President 
Wiliam Green of the AFL had 
been in general agreement with his 
stabilization program during his 
gonference with them yesterday. 
He said the final details of the 
message would not be decided on 
until just a few minutes before it 
was sent to Congress. 

The rigid statutory farm parity 
provisions in the Emergency Price 
Control Act of 1942 undoubtedly 
are giving the President and his 
advisers their greatest difficulty. 
The President has asked the De- 
partment of Justice whether this 
congressional action can be set 
aside by an executive order issued 
under his undefined war powers. 
Among those studying this legal 
problem are Justice Samuel I. 
Rosenman of New York, who has 
been assigned to the general work 
of preparing data for the Presi- 
dential program; Attorney General 
Biddle, Solicitor General Fahy and 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard. 
Supreme Court Justice James M. 
Byrnes, formerly an administra- 
tion spokesman in the Senate, has 
conferred with Justice Rosenman 
on the new program.

PEARL HARBOR, Aug. 28 (AP). 
—<A force of 350 Japanese—Virtually 
every defender—was wiped out and 
all seaplane installations method- 
ically wrecked by United States 
Marines during the recent Makin 
Island raid, now disclosed by eye- 
witnesses to have been a 40-hour 
job of killing and destruction. 

Contrasting with earlier reports 
ef a hit-and-run raid, the partici- 
pants, including Maj. James Roose- 
velt, son of the President, made it 
clear that the scrappy. Marines 
even hunted for the few Japanese 
stragglers still alive before with- 
drawing to ships.

Bolster Anti-Submarine 
Patrol — Have Had 
Months of Fighting Ex-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP).—

10 Jap Losses to Raiders’ 1. 

So stealthy was the landing dur- 
ing a moonless night on the north- 
ernmost island of the Japanese- 
held Gilbert group, 1500 miles 
northeast of the Solomons, that the 
Marines thad been ashore for 20 
minutes, deployed for battle, be- 
fore the enemy discovered them. 

“The morning of the second day, 
only eight Japanese were left on 
the island,” said Col. Carlson. “We 
wiped out all we could find and, 
after a checkup with the natives, 
found only two Japanese unac- 
counted for. I cannot disclose our 
casualties but will say the Japa- 
hese losses on land alone were 
more than 10 to 1 our losses, ndt 
counting the 150 Japs lost at sea 
or in planes.” 

(This was the first word of such 
an extensive loss of life among 
the defenders. Earlier reports on 
the raid had estimated the number 
of Japanese killed as “at least 8.” 
American losses were described in 
these reports as moderate). 

Snipers Fire at Roosevelt. 

Japanese snipers strapped to 
coconut trees fired at Maj. Roose- 
velt as he was moving his units 
forward. : 

“We got him,” Maj. Roosevelt 
smilingly replied to questions as 
to how close the Japanese bullets 
came to him. 

Photographs taken after the raid, 

however, showed Maj. Roosevelt 
with a bandage around the end of 
his right middle finger. There was 
no explanation of how he suffered 
the injury. 
_ Other pictures showed a lot of 
gatisfied smiles of the faces of the 
Marines after they returned from 
the raid. Col. Carison looked un- 
usually happy. 

The expedition sank two Jap- 
anese ships, destroyed two enemy 
planes, smashed three radio sta- 
tions and destroyed 1000 barrels of 
American-made gasoline the Jap- 
anese had stored for seaplane use, 
es well as a large amount of sup- 


es. 

Many thrilling stories of heroism 
by the Marines were disclosed by 
Col. Carlson, spokesman for the 
three officers, 

The operation was conducted by 
@ special unit which Col, Carlson 
and Maj. Roosevelt had been 
training for many months. Carl- 
gon is a veteran of Marine cam- 
paigns in Nicaragua and China and 
had many old China hands with 
him but the average age of the 
battalion was 22. 

Roosevelt explained the Marines 
came from all parts of the United 
States, were special volunteers 
and had been hand-picked from 
7000 Marine candidates for this 
work. 

“Did you shoot down any Japs?” 
Roosevelt was asked. 

“Fired two shots at snipers,” he 
replied. 

Carison’s Story of Raid. . 

Carlson, telling of the landing 
and subsequent fighting, said:

They were apparently so confused 
they fired at everything.” 


Maj. Roosevelt interjected that 


the natives were very co-operative. 


There were some 1700 natives on 


the island. 


“We heard severa] short bursts 
of machine guns in the afternoon 


and investigated and found our 
marines firing on two Japanese 
planes which had landed in the 
lagoon,” Carlson continued. 


Enemy Bomber Shot Down. 
“An enemy scouting plane was 
set afire and two engines were 


shot off a Jap bomber. The bomb- 
er tried to get away but after get- 
ting up 100 feet crashed and all 
aboard were lost, 


“The morning of the second day 
only eight Japanese were left on 
the island. We wiped out all we 
could find and after a checkup 


with the natives found only two 
Japanese unaccounted for. 


“I cannot disclose our casualties 


but will say the Japanese losses 
on land alone were more than 10 
to 1 to our losses, not counting the- 
150 Japs lost at sea or in planes.

“The battlefield certainly was a 
sight the second day. There were 
dead Japs behind most every coco- 
nut tree. On the battlefield I 
picked up a sword and pistol of 
the Japanese Lieut. Col. Command- 
ant and turned it over to Com- 
mander Haines, who presented it 
to Admiral] Nimitz (Admiral Ches- 


ter W. Nimitz, Commander-in-Chief 


of the Pacific fleet). 


Unit Out Off, Fights Way Out. 

“One of the coolest bits of hero- 
ism was that of Lieut. Oscar F. 
Peatross (Raleigh, N. C.). He 
never had been under fire before. 
His group became separated in 
landing and in the morning found 
himself with his men in the rear 
of the Japanese lines. He met a 
Japanese patrol and in a close ex- 
change of fire lost three mtn. He 
and his men spent the rest of the 
day cutting in from the rear, 
shooting down Jap runners, burn- 
ing trucks and destroying one radio 
station. 

“Then he got back to his boat 
and returned to the ship and for 
a long time wondered about the 
rest of us who had stayed on the 
island overnight. 

“The natives said the Japanese 
came there in December. They 


said there were some British and 


Catholic nuns on the island but 


we didn't find out what became 
of them. ‘There were no whites 
on the island when we got there. 


“The natives were ruled by a 


native king who was a good fellow 
and gave his sarong to Capt. 
James Davis (Evanston, Ill.), who 
had lost his pants in action and 
went around the rest of the time 
fighting wearing the King’s sa- 
rong.

AS Force. 
Roosevelt, replying to questions 
as to whether his unit was the 
same as other Marine forces, said: 
“We don't conform to any stand- 
ard. This is a special organiza- 
tion for which Admiral Nimitz is 
responsible and was organized by 
Col. Carlson. Its success is due to 
teamwork effort. The success of 
this task was due to the excellent 
co-operation of naval ships and is a 
perfect example of the Navy and 
Marines working together. About 
our men, I don’t think there is a 
finer group in the world. They are 
a picked battalion and next to the 
colonel’s leadership the feature was 
their work as an excellent team.” 
Carlson explained that in organ- 
izing the battalion he preached an 
old Chinese saying, “Kung ho,” 
which means “work and harmony.” 
This became the byword of the bat- 
talion.

The reference to “aircraft” was 
interpreted by Navy spokesmen to 
mean both planes and personnel 
had been dispatched from the Brit- 
ish Isles to the United States to 
aid intensification of the war on 
the U-boats—e war which naval of- 
ficials say has been increasingly 
successful in the last two months. 
The British flyers have the ad- 
vantage of many months of prac- 
tical experience in fighting subma- 
rines off Britain’s own shores. 
The Navy reported today that a 
small Norwegian merchant vessel 
was torpedoed and sunk late in 
July by an enemy submarine off 
the northern coast of South Amer- 
ica. 

Survivors, who reached an East 
Coast port, said their skipper, Capt. 
Christian Evenson, was taken pris- 
oner aboard a submarine “which 
was freshly painted and looked as 
if it had just come out of dry- 
dock.” One man was lost but 22 
other crew members in three life- 
boats were rescued. 

This brought to 446 the Asso- 
ciated Press tabulation of an- 
nounced Allied and neutral mer- 
chant ship losses in the Western 
Atlantic since Pearl Harbor. 
Seriously crippled in a collision 
with another vessel far out in the 
foggy Atlantic, a small British 
merchant vessel was torpedoed and 
sunk by an enemy submarine, as 
it wallowed helplessly a day after 
the accident. The vessel went down 
three minutes after the torpedo 
struck it early this month. 

The Navy announced the sinking 
last night after five survivors of 
the crew of 41 reached a New 
England port, half-delirious from 
15 days of hunger and thirst. 

Another newly-disclosed victim 
was a medium-sized Greek ship. 
Survivors of the ship said four 
men were lost when an Italian 
submarine torpedoed their craft 
off the northern coast of South 
America in early August. 


Swedish Cargo Ship Sunk, All the 
Crew Saved. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 28 (AP).—

Suecia, 3730 gross tons, was sunk

Commerce Talk, 
‘Terrific Casualties’ to 
‘Be Expected in War. 


obtained by Japanese forces were 
described by Capt. Leland P. 
Lovette, director of the Navy’s 
office of public relations, today as 
“the greatest natural rat trap that 
ever was.” 

Capt. Lovette, finishing a whirl- 
wind trip of Midwestern cities in 
St. Louis, spoke to members of the 
Chamber of Commerce at a lunch- 
eon at Hotel Jefferson. 

“We have taken 12 or 13 ves- 
sels in the Kiska area,” he said, 
“and have not lost one of ours. 
It is probably the greatest spot 
there is to pick off ships day by 
day. And when we get the ships 
we get a lot ef troops, too.” 

His remarks about the situa- 
tion in the Aleutians constituted 
one bright spot in an address de- 
voted largely to a grim and real- 
istic description of the enormous 
burden the war has imposed on 
the United States Navy in supply- 
ing and convoying transports to 
seven fronts all over the world, 

American Losses in War. 

He warned that the people must 
expect “terrific” casualties and 
said the Navy, Marines and Coast 
Guard had already lost 12,700 
men, dead, wounded and missing. 
His figures were compiled before 
the battle of the Solomons, and did 
not represent any losses in the 
last. three weeks. 

“This is about two or three 
times the number of sailors lost 
in all the wars the United States 
has taken part in in its history— 
and this war is just getting start- 
ed,” Capt. Lovette said. “That is 
something to remember.” 

He quoted as “fine, patriotic lit- 
erature,” a letter written by a sol- 
dier stationed in Australia, in 
which the soldier discussed the 
question of whether casualties 
should be made public. 

“It seems to me thé American 
people want to know the names of 
the fellows who stop the bullets 
and bayonets,’ this soldier wrote. 
‘If the Japs knock me off, I want 
the folks back home to know it, 
not as any tribute to me, because 
I won’t know about it, anyway, but 
just so the fellows who know me 
would know I had the courage to 
stay there and fight. The Govern- 
ment says the information of my 
death would scare the folks back 
home, and make them want to 
quit, but I don’t think that’s true. 
hope instead they'll send 1000 
more boys behind me to do the job 
I couldn’t finish.’ 

Conduct at Pearl Harbor. 
Capt. Lovette, who was at Pearl 
Harbor at the outbreak of war, 
in command of a destroyer divi- 
sion, said the story of that attack, 
despite all the rumors which float- 
ed around, had all been told, ex- 
cept the damage to three or four 
ships which, if mgade public at the 
time, would have given “tremen- 
dous” information to the enemy. 
“If the fleet had been asleep at 
Pearl Harbor,” Capt. Lovette said, 
“that stab in the back would have 
been far worse than it was. The 
ships now being fixed up would be 
in 200 fathoms of water. 

“If the Japs had had the fore- 
sight to follow through that first 
attack with their navy, we 
wouldn’t have a fleet in the 
Pacific at the present time.” 

The conduct of officers and men 
during the Pearl Harbor attack, 
Capt Lovette said, was “something 
to remember.” 

“We have no record of any man 
flinching, of running to cover 
when he had a job to do. A Brit- 
ish officer who’ went through 
Crete and Dunkerque stood on the 
bridge of the Pennsylvania as an 
observer and said afterward: ‘I 
have never in my life seen such 
superb conduct: by enlisted men’.” 
Capt. Lovette said the only rea- 
son he disliked talking about Pearl 
Harbor was that he could not tell, 
at this time, “where the airplanes 
came in.” His reference, appar- 
ently, was to American reconnais- 
ance planes, because he added im- 
mediately that he did not want 
any recriminations between the 
Army and the Navy. He disposed 
of this topic with the comment 
that “everything would come out 
in the wash.”

en great supply lanes which must 
be kept open. 

“We must get supplies to Rus- 
sia,” he said. “Every German killed 
means one less, possibly, for 
the United States. We must bring 
this point home. 

“We have a life line to Great 
Britain, very important to us, be- 
cause of our Army people there, 
and naval establishments. We 
must take in about 750,000 tons of 
supplies to England and the Brit- 
ish Isles to keep things going, 
even on war rations, 

“Then there is a life, line to 
the Middle East. The strategists 
tell us that Libya is one of the 
most important areas in the world. 
The loss’ of Suez would be a 
dreadful blow. And to get to the 
Middle East we have to sail 12,400 
miles around the Cape of Good 
Hope, with tanks, ammunition and 
airplanes, 

“China is of great, great value 
to us. The Chinese army has im- 
mobilized 1,500,000 Jap. soldiers. 
Since we lost the Burma road we 
must carry supplies 14,300 miles 
to get to India, and so try to get 
them through to China. In this 
war China has lost 5,000,000 sol- 
diers, and 25,000,000 Chinese are 
homeless. ; 

“Water Over The Dam.” 

“We have three routes in the 
Pacific. First, the Aleutians. The 
Army and the Navy asked before 
the war for lots of things they 
didn’t get for Alaska. That's wa- 
ter over the dam, but you can- 
not go all out in Alaska, and also 
at the same time in the Pacific at 
Hawaii and Midway and still fight 
in the Solomons. 

“Hawaii must be held at all 
cost, and Midway is to Hawaii 
what Hawaii is to the West Coast. 
That is why we had an all-out 
fight for Midway. 
“Another front that we have to 
supply is MacArthur and his peo- 
ple and the naval] forces in Aus- 
stralia. A great fight is raging 
in the Solomons at this moment. 
Tulagi has the makings of the 
world’s greatest naval base. Lord 
Jellicoe said he considered it the 
finest natural base in the world.” 
“A Good Job.” 
Capt. Lovette went on to discuss 
the submarine warfare—the men- 
ace of Nazi submarines to our 
shipping in the Atlantic, and the 
“rattling good job” our own sub- 
marines have done in the Pacific. 
He said flatly that the Nazis did 
not have, so far as could be de-. 
termined, any bases for their sub- 
marines in the Caribbean or in 
South America, 
“They don’t need them,” he 
added. “Their submarines can 
cruise 14,000 miles, and ‘stay on 
station for two weeks. The bot- 
tleneck has always been the phys- 
ical endurance of the crews. Our 
submarines do the same thing in 
the Pacific.” 
Since the convoy system was es- 
tablished from Maine to Florida 
in mid-May, Capt. Lovette said, 
only five or six ships had been 
lost in the protected zone, of about 
2200 ships in convoy. 
Of the work of our submarines 
in the Pacific, in co-operation with 
the naval forces of the United 
Nations, he said that 965,000 tons 
of Japanese shipping had been 
sent to the bottom since the war 
began. At the outbreak of the 
war, he said, the total of all Jap- 
anese shipping was about five mil- 
lion tons. 
Capt. Lovette ended on a solemn 
note, recalling his thoughts in the 
course of the attacmk on Pear] 


Harbor after his own two ships 


Early in his naval career, when he 
was a lieutenant, Mrs. Theodore 
Roosevelt, wife of the President, 
had given him a small etching of 
her husband,\on the reverse of 
which Roosevelt had inscribed the 
words: “Only those are fit to live 
who do not fear toe die.” 

“I think that’s the greatest motto 
a man in the service could ever 
have,’ Capt. Lovette said. “If you 
are not taking this war effect ser- 
iously, with men out there dying 
and giving everything they have, 
you should do everything in the 
world to help the soldiers and 
sailors who are doing the fighting 
for you.” 

Eyesight In the Navy. 

A brief question period followed 
the address. An earnest young 
newspaper man stood up at the 
press table to ask how he could 
get into the Navy, relating that the 
recruiting office had rejected him, 
“because they don’t think I can 
see well enough.” 

“Now I ask you, Captain,” he 
said, “and I mean no disrespect to 
the men at the table with you, if a 
general in the Army can wéar 
glasses, how about a yeoman in the 
Navy?”

Maryville, Tenn.; Bridgeport, 
Conn.; Badin, N. C., and Edge- 
water, N. J. Workers at Bauxite, 
Ark., did not make an immediate 
report. 

The Aluminum Company work- 
ers receive minimum pay of 73 
cents an hour in northern : mills 
and 65 cents in southern mills, 
with the average hourly pay $1. 
They asked for a $1-a-day increase 
but the WLB, in refusing, said it 
found the company’s over-all pay 
had increased 15.8 per cent between 
Jan. 1, 1941, and May, 1941. 

In its “Little Steel” decision, the 
WLB established a formula of ap- 
proving general wage increases of 
15 per cent during the 16-month pe- 
riod.

Meauwhile, the sea engagement 
that had been in progress north of 
the Solomons seemed to have come 
to a pause, if not an actual halt, 
for the communique said that there 
had been “no further action” in 
this encounter. 

Earlier in the week, the Navy 
had reported at least half a dozen 
enemy vessels damaged in this ac- 
tion, but full details have yet to 
be disclosed. 

While this struggle, involving 
enemy airplane carriers and War- 
ships, was in progress, American 
air power put another Japanese 
invasion orce to flight off Guadal- 
canal, another of the Solomons 
group. American bombers, plunging 
down upon enemy transports, 
cruisers and destroyers, left six 
of them burning fiercely. 


No News of Air Fighting. 
No mention was made in the 
communique of what air actions 
might still be under way. The Jap- 
anese, however, have not fared well 
in previous attempts to biast 
United States forces from the 
islands by air, and have lost at 
least 33 planes, including seven 
dive bombers, in such efforts. 
Presumably remnants of the Jap- 
anese force which occupied the 
islands originally were still en- 
gaged in harassing the Marines 
with guerrilla warfare. Such bat- 
tling with scattered small groups 
might be continued indefinitely. 


While the Navy earlier reported 
at least 13 Japanese warships dam- 
aged in the Solomons encounter, 
a Reuters’ New Zealand corres- 
pondent reported that “Japanese 
wounds in the week’s affray, severe 
and annoying as they are to the 
enemy, do not probably touch the 
main strength of the Japanese 
naval force which can be brought 
to bear if Japan decides to pledge 
it. ’ 

“Japanese losses in the Coral 
Sea, at Midway Island, and in two 
actions off the Solomons, are not 
sufficient to justify wishful think- 
ing along the lines that Japanese 
naval power is not longer to be 
feared.” 


(On the other hand, the London 
Star reported today from Sydney 
that the Japanese force “after 
a shattering defeat at the hands 


the Solomons” was withdrawing to 
the Japanese mandated islands to 
the north. A dispatch attributed 
to Selwyn Speight, Star corres- 
pondent, estimated that Japanese 


are fighting hard to keep the Jap- 
anese from developing yet another 
and, potentially, the most danger- 
ous foothold on the island. 
Except to report that “the ac- 
tion is developing,” Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s headquarters disclosed no 
details about the struggle. 
Official reports did indicate, 
however, that Allied airmen, who 
were unchallenged by enemy planes 
while pounding the Japanese con- 
voys and landing barges, now were

Reds Give, Then Regain Ground. 


Two detachments from the Nazi 
pincers in the corridor between the 
Don and Volga succeeded in pene- 
trating the defenses, but both 
breaks were repaired by counter- 
attacks, the Russians asserted. One 
was an automatic rifle force, wiped 
out; the other a tank and infantry 
unit which developed a wedge 
northeast of Kotelnikovski, which 
is southwest of Stalingrad, only to 
lose nine tanks and more than 200 
men. eee 

(The Vichy radio said the Ger- 
mans were before the last belt of 
fortifications only 13 miles from 
Stalingrad.. The Germans  an- 
nounced their offensive southwest 
of Stalingrad was gaining ground 
and that strong aerial squadrons 
bombed Soviet lines and increased 
fires reported burning in Stalin- 
grad several days.)

In fighting on the central front, 
the midnight communique said 
Russian troops, maintaining the 
initiative in a drive launched Aug. 
11, broke into a heavily fortified 
populated place and killed 200 Ger- 
mans and disabled 26 enemy tanks. 


The Government newspaper Iz- 
vestia reported every available Ger- 
man within Rzhev was pressed into 
duty for front line service, to com- 
bat the offensive in which the Reds 
broke through three _ successive 
lines of fortifications the Germans 
were months in building. The Rus- 
sians also pressed attacks against 
the Gzhatsk and Vyazma areas to 
the south. 


While defenders of Central Cau- 
casian highways fell back in the 
Prokhladnenski sector, a see-saw 
fight raged for an important height 
south of Krasnodar, in the Western 
Caucasus. The night communique 
said Russian troops had regained 
the height at dusk yesterday and 
entrenched. It is in this area that 
the Germans are trying to reach 
the Black Sea port of Novorossisk.

BERLIN (From German broad- 
cast), Aug. 28 (AP). — German 
troops forced their way through 
several more mountain in 
the Caucasus and annihilated Sovi- 
et groups which stood in the way, 
the high command reported today. 
“Southwest of Stalingrad,” it was 
announced, “the German offensive 
is gaining ground against stubborn 
enemy resistance.”

Two 
large river freighters were said to 
have been set afire. 

The high command reported the 
Russians were attacking on the 
Don front (apparently northwest 
of Stalingrad in the Voronezh 
area) and southwest of Kaluga and 
Rzhev on the central front, but 
asserted that the Soviet thrusts 
were repulsed. ' 

Strong Soviet forces also were 
said to have attacked German po- 
sitions south of Lake Ladoga. In 
some salients the Nazis were re- 
ported to have struck back in 
counterattacks, 

The high command said the Rus- 
sian air force lost 101 planes yes- 
terday alone in dog fights and 
from anti-aircraft fire. Seven more 
were reported destroyed on the 
ground.

Raided Near Crete — 
Little Action Reported

CAIRO, Aug. 28 (AP).—An at- 
tack by Royal Air Force torpedo- 
carrying aircraft on an Italian 
cruiser of the 7847-ton Giuseppe 
Garibaldi class Wednesday night 
off Antikythera Island, northwest 
of Crete, was reported by British 
headquarters today. 

The same night and near the 
same place a southbound enemy 
vessel which appeared to be either 
an oil tanker or a large merchant- 
man, accompanied by escort, was 
attacked by the planes, and it is 
believed, was struck by a torpedo.

than 2000 newspapers throughout 
the world. Only members in con- 
tinental United States were named, 

The Government’s petition for an 
injunction against certain by-laws 
—amended by the members them- 
selves at their annual meeting last 
April — contended, among other 
things: ' 

That news agency service is 
“essential to survival of any 
newspaper.” 2 

That there are three news agen- 
cies, and “of the news services 
supplied by those three, that of 
the Associated Press ranks in the 
forefront in public reputation 
and esteem.” 

That “a newspaper which is 
barred from A. P. news operates 
under a competitive disadvan- 
tage with A. P. members.”: 

The two other news services re- 
ferred to are the United Press and 
the International News Service. 

Action Directed by Arnold. 

The case was handled in the Jus- 
tice’ Department by John Henry 
Lewin and Charles E. Weston, spe- 
cial assistants to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, under the direction of Assist- 
ant Attorney General Thurman Ar- 
nold.*” The petition was filed by 
Weston. The answer is retaurnable 
within 20 days. 

“In the mind of the general pub- 
lic,” the Government said, “the 
name ‘Associated Press’ has long 
been regarded as synonymous with 
the highest standards of accurate, 
non-partisan and comprehensive 
news-reporting.” 

Amplifying its contention that 
the A. P. stands in the van of news 
services, the Government said: 

“One reason for this is that the 
Associated Press exceeds its com- 
petitors in expenditures for col- 
lection and transmitting news, in 
the length of news reports it fur- 
nishes, in physical facilities, in size 
of staff, in number and geograph- 
ical distribution of news bureaus,

“A second reason is that the 
character of the organization of 
the Associated Press—a member- 
ship corporation composed of per- 
sons representing every shade of 
economic, political and. religious 
opinion and every section of the 
country—is an invaluable guaran- 
tee that the promise and claim 
made by each news agency, that it 
presents the news without any po- 
litical or sectional bias, will in fact 
be fulfilled.” 

Freedom of Press Issue. 

Contending that freedom of the 
press would be served by making 
A. P. service available to all news- 
pares willing and able to share the 
cost of such service, the Govern- 
men said: 

“Restraints imposed by denial of 
A. P. membership and services are 
particularly burdensome because 
in that event the newspaper must 
rely on the services of the U. P. 
(United Press) alone or as supple- 
mented by I. N. S. (International 
News Service). Furthermore, it is 
forced to accept whatever terms 
are demanded by these agencies. 

Much of the Government’s argu- 
ment revolved about by-law provi- 
sions governing membership ad- 
missions in cases where a member 
already occupies the field in which 
an applicant publishes or proposes 
to publish. By. “field” is meant the 
time of publication; that is, morn- 
ing or afternoon. 

Until this year, an applicant re- 
quired the affirmative vote of 80 
per cent of the membership to gain 
admission if a member in the same 
city and field refused to waive his 
right of protest. 

Change in Rule Unsatisfactory. 

Early this year the Justice De- 
partment notified the Associated 
Press board of directors that it re- 
garded the exclusion of applicants, 
based upon no standard other than 
the competitive effect upon in- 
dividual members, to be in viola- 
tion of the anti-trust laws. 

In view of that, the complaint 
stated, the A. P. membership “ma- 
terially amended” the by-laws at 
its annual meeting in April, 1942. 
The Government contended, how- 
ever, that the amended ‘rules only 
eliminated the “right of protest” in 
form, while achieving “the same 
result by means even more objec- 
tionable.” 

Whereas the old regulations pro- 
vided for election by the affirma- 
tive vote of not less than four- 
fifths of those voting at a gen- 
eral meeting, the present rules re- 
quire a mere majority. The amend- 
ed. by-laws also provide that an 
applicant publishing in the same 
field as an existing member shall 
pay to the association for distri- 
bution to the member or members 
affected, a sum equal to 10 per 
cent of the total amount of reg- 
ular assessments received by the 
A. P. from the members in that 
field and city since Oct. 1, 1900— 
date of the last reorganization of 
the A, P. This amount shall be 
not less than three times the cur- 
rent annual regular assessments, 

The complaint described the new 
majority-vote requirement as still 
a “prohibitive condition,” and said 
that the payment—which an exist- 
ing member may waive—is a “sec- 
ond barrier against admission.” 

As to the amounts which appli- 
cants for membership might be 
required to pay, the complaint 
listed, among others, $1,432,142 for 
a morning newspaper in New York 
and $1,095,003 for an afternoon 
newspaper there. It said the cor- 
responding figures for Chicago 
would be $416,631 and $595,772; for 
Philadelphia, $391,173 and $427,918. 

A “third barrier” against obtain- 
ing A. P. service, the Government 
said, is the provision that a new 
member may be required to re- 
linquish any exclusive news or 
picture service outside of the A. P. 
or prevail upon such service to 
supply it upon equal terms to the 
A. P. members in the same ‘city 
or field. 

Three Rejections Cited. 

Three instances of rejection oc- 
curred at the April meeting at 
which the by-laws were revised, the 
complaint recounted, saying that 
in the one involving the Chicago 
Sun, the Chicago Tribune and the 
Chicago Herald-American had re- 
fused to waive objections, the ap- 
plication thereupon going to the 
membership at large for action. 

The vote on the Sun application 
was stated to have been 684 op- 
posed and 287 favorable, 

The Sun had told the A. P., the 
complaint said, that it was “abso- 
lutely necessary to acquire A. P, 
membership in order that the con- 
templated newspaper shall be in a 
position to serve the interests of 
the people of Chicago with max#i- 
mum effectiveness and shall be 
able to compete with other news- 
papers having A. P. services.” . 

The Chicago applicant also sent 
a copy of a letter in which, the 
Government said, he had offered 
to pay $250,000 for an A. P. morn- 
ing membership held by the IIli- 
nois Publishing & Printing Co. 
for the Chicago Herald-American, 
which used it, the bill asserted, 
only for its Sunday edition, 

The Government described Mar- 
shall Field III, owner of the Chi- 
cago Sun, as. “a responsible per- 
son, qualified in all respects to be 
a member of the Associated Press 
and possessed of sufficient re- 
sources to pay assessments and 
to assume all of the legitimate ob- 
ligations of A. P. membership.” It 
added that the Sun had been “ser- 
iously handicapped and restrained 
in the conduct of its business” by 
denial of the application. 

W. 


The two other applications for 
membership rejected in April were 
given as those on behalf of the 
morning and afternoon editions of 
the Washington Times-Herald. The 


vote was 514 opposed and 242 fav- 
orable, 
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The 
subsequent rejection by a majority 
of voting members, the Govern- 
ment asserted, “restrained the 
Washington Times-Herald in the 
conduct ‘of its business.” 

“In addition,” the complaint con- 
tinued, “the effect of the defend- 
ants’ combination is that in the 
capital of the country (and the 
eleventh largest city) there is only 
one paper in the morning and only 
one paper in the evening which can 
offer its readers the news service 
which the Associated Press pro- 
claims to be superior to any other 
news service.” 

Purchase of Photo Service. . 
% The A. P. acquired the capital 
stock of Wide World Photos, Inc., 
last year, the complaint said, and 
thereafter augumented its own 
news picture service furnished only 
to A. P. members, and discontin- 
ued the service to non-members ex- 
cept as required to carry out ex- 
isting contracts. ? 

It was alleged that the effect of 
the acquisition of Wide World was 
to substantially lessen competition, 
to restrain interstate commerce in 
news pictures, and to tend to cre- 
ate a monopoly. 

Exclusion from A. P. member- 
ship denied the Chicago Sun access 
to A. P.’s news picture service, 
the complaint said, adding that 
“this has proved a great competi- 
tive disadvantage not only because 
of ‘the merits of this service but 
also because exclusive regional 
cohtracts made with competing 
newspapers by the only other two 
services furnishing newspapers 
with national coverage in news 
pictures have prevented the Chi- 
cago Sun from obtaining news pic- 
tures from these other agencies.” 

The Government stated that the 
Chicago Tribune had a monopoly 
in the Chicago morning field, the 
nation’s second city, for two years 
prior to first publication of. the 
Sun, It continued: 

“There was therefore available 
to newspaper readers in this im- 
portant territory only one morning 
metropolitan newspaper. No al- 
ternative choice was offered this 
vast reader audience; however de- 
ficient or biased such newspaper 
might be, or might be thought to 
be, in its treatment of the news 
and in the viewpoint set forth in 
its news and editorial columns. 

“Defendants’ combination serves 
to perpetuate these unwholesome 
monopoly conditions to the extent 
that withholding A. P.’s news serv- 
ice from the Chicago Daily Tri- 
bune’s competitor prevents that 
competitor from winning circula- 
tion among members of_the public 
who, justifiably or not, prefer to 
read a newspaper which receives 
A. P. news.” 

National Policy Defined. 

The Government set forth in its 
suit the following statement of 
policy: 

“The national policy in favor of 
freedom of the press requires that 
newspapers engaged in dissemi- 
nating news be unhampered and 
unrestrained in selecting the par- 
ticular news they choose to pub- 
lish, in emphasizing it, and in ex- 
pressing any accompanying view- 
point or opinion. 

“A corollary of such national pol- 
icy is that newspapers be unham- 
pered by any artificial or unneces- 
sary restraints, public or private, 
upon their choice of and free com- 
petitive access to the various 
sources of news, including agencies 
engaged in assembling and trans- 
mitting daily news reports of world 
events. 

“It is a further corollary of such 
national policy that the public in- 
terest is promoted by the estab- 
lishment and continued availabil- 
ity to the public of as many re- 
sponsible newspapers, representing 
differing and varied points of view, 
as can successfully participate in 
the business of disseminating news 
and related comment.” 

The complaint cited both the 
Sherman Act of 1890 and the Clay- 
ton act of 1914. It contended that 
provisions for acquiring member- 
ship in the A. P. violate the Sher- 
man Act by undue restraint of 
trade in interstate commerce, and 
that the Clayton Act was violated 
in the acquisition of Wide World 
Photos. 

The Sherman Act declares illegal 
“every contract, combination in the 
form of trust or otherwise, or con- 
spiracy, in restraint of trade or 
commerce among the _ several 
states.” 

Aa section of the Clayton Act for- 
bids the acquisition of control of 4 
business in the same field where 
the effect is held to substantially 
lessen competition.

‘There was no hint at that time 
that the charter granted by the 
State of New York was in con- 
flict with the terms or intent of 
the act, which had been passed in 
1890, as everyone knows, to abate 
and prevent monopolies or combi- 
nations in restraint of trade. 

The immediate predecessor of 
the present Associated Press, the 
Associated Press of Illinois, had 
been organized in 1893, three years 
after the passage of*the Sherman 
Act. 

At that time a very serious men- 
ace to the freedom of the press 
confronted American newspapers. 
They were threatened by a sinister 
domination by private interests of 
their news services, both American 
and foreign.

SUIT IS. ACCLAIMED 


BY MARSHALL FIELD 


CHICAGO, Aug. 28 (AP).—Mar- 
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honest, unbiased news ‘report for 
the benefit of their readers. 

In 1900 it was superseded by the 
present Associated Press, a New 
York membership corporation of 
the same character and purposes. 

Previous Complaint Dropped. 

Under its New York charter, the 
Associated Press carried on its pur- 
poses unchallenged until 1915, 
when a complaint against it was 
filed by a non-member paper 


which operated a rival news ser- 
vice. That complaint was consid- 
ered by T. W. Gregory, then Attor- 
ney General in the Wilson admin- 
istration, and on March 12, 1915, 
he decided formally that it was 
without merit. 

Incidental to that, decision, Mr. 
Gregory called attention to the fact 
that one article of the by-laws, de- 
signed to prevent the leakage of 
news from the offices of member 
newspapers, was so drawn that it 
might be interpreted as forbidding 
members to buy the service of 
competitive press associations, or- 
ganized for profit. This by-law 
had not been enforced, but in re- 
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sponse to Mr. Gregory’s doubts, it || 


was abrogated. 
Since then, until the beginning 


of the present proceedings, no com- 


plaint that the Associated Press’s 
co-operative operations were in 
conflict with the Sherman Act, or 
with any other law, had been 
lodged by anyone. 
Growth of the A. P. 
interval there was a 
steady widening of the service it 
provided for its members, and a 
steady growth in membership. A 
few figures will show how this 
growth has worked. In 1904 the 
Associated Press had 648 mem- 
bers. At present there are approxi- 
mately 1400. Simultaneously, there 
has been a vast improvement and 
extension in the service. In 1904 
the news report furnished to mem- 
bers ran to 60,000 words a day. 
Today it runs to 1,000,000. . 

At the same time the commercial 
new services, organized for profit, 
have risen and flourished in free 
rivalry with the Associated Pregs, 
and with yet other news services 
the Associated Press has main- 
tained friendly arrangements for 
the exchange of news. It is note- 
worthy that in the last few years, 
the Associated Press was able to 
create. a world-wide American 
news service, 

It has followed throughout its 42 
years the one purpose of providing 
its members with the most com- 
plete and accurate news service 
obtainable, along with the best pic- 
ture service and other necessary 
auxiliary services. It has today a 
staff of 7200 men and women, a 
leased wire network of 285,000 
miles, 100 bureaus in the United 
States, and nearly 250 correspond- 
ents abroad. .

NRoed Officer's Letter Urges U. 5., 
| Britain to Open Second Front Now 
And Not'Give Away the Victory 


War Has Taught Russians That the One 
’ Essential Is ‘to Give the Enemy No Rest, 
but Hit Him Everywhere,’ He Says—Faith 
in Roosevelt and Churchill.

MOSCOW, Aug. 28. 


N his correspondence from the front, a prominent Soviet war 
correspondent received the following letter from a Guard Lieuten- 
ant of the Russian Army, with the request that he try to send it 


to the United States and Britain. 


The letter was in laborious hand- 


writing on six pages torn from a notebook, 


Although he expressed himself 
grammatically, the Lieutenant's 
sentences are sometimes compli- 
cated. Some of these have been 
smoothed out in translation and 
a few -have been deleted for the 
sake of brevity. Otherwise, the 
letter follows, unaltered: 

“WITH THE REGULAR ARMY, 
Our American and Eng- 
lish friends: 

“We meet-every morning, hoping 
that your armies have ,started the 
general battle in the west and that 
the days for the routing of Fascist 
Germany are counted. The com- 
manders and soldiers here at the 
front are fighting the Germans, 
saying, ‘This is only from us—and 
from our American and English 
friends you will get it separately.’ 
The Germans are desperately push- 
ing ahead like grasshoppers, cover- 
ing the fire with their corpses. 
But they will not have. enough 
corpses to blot out the terrible fire 
of hatred which they have lighted 
in our breasts. 


Still a Lot of Them. 


“But still there are a lot of 
these grasshoppers and they are 
crawling ahead in the hope of 
crushing us separately, hoping that 
you will be so slow that you will 
give away the victory to the enemy 
with your own hands. The Ger- 
mans have always considered them- 
selves far more intelligent than 
anybody else. Some shortcomings 
of your leaders in the past have 
given them the reason for their 
boasting ideas. 


“You will allow me to speak with 
a soldier’s frankness. We don’t 
believe that you'll give away your 
freedom and independence to the 
fiercest enemy of mankind. But 
inside of us lives the fear that 
you'll be too careful and miss the 
big moment. Fourteen months of 
struggle has taught us an essen- 
tial condition of future victory: 
Not to give the enemy rest for one 
minute. To hit him everywhere. 
To destroy him physically and 
morally. 

“With the blood of our fathers 
we have inherited an esteem for 
your ‘great people. . . . In 1918, 
under the leadership of Lenin and 
Stalin our people took/the power 
in their hands to build a new so- 
ciety. Some of your leaders tried 
to prevent us from doing it... . 
Imagine our feelings when we saw 
that the leaders of the democratic 
countries acted as either helpers 
or passive observers of the destruc- 
tion of peace (in Spain and at 
Munich). 


Feared Allied Leaders. 


“With all our soul we have 
wished the victory of Hitler’s ad- 
versaries and together with you 
we felt your military reverses. But 
the leaders of the democratic coun- 
tries, with the exception of Roose- 
velt, made us feel anxious that 
their fight would not be active and 
that an agreement might be pos- 
sible against us. 

“Now these stupid and good-for- 
nothing people are no longer in

As tar back as last December, Capt. Hewitt T. 
Wheless piloted a Fortress over the Philippines, 
dropped its bombs on six transports, shot down 
seven of 18 Jap Zero fighters in a running fight 
that lasted as long as the Japs had ammunition, 
and returned to base with one man killed, several 
wounded, all but four of the plane’s 11 control 
cables shot away and one engine knocked out. Barly 
this month, Fortresses several times pounded the 
Japs in the Solomon Islands, thus paving the way 
for Vice-Admiral Robert Gbhormley to regain the 
lost territory. 

As one correspondent wrote from Australia: “The 
Fortresses, despite the Zeros’ ability to climb above 
and outspeed them, still manage to shoot down sev- 
eral every trip. They are made to see an enemy 
on the ground while hitting him and to hit an 
enemy fighter in the air, too, and simultaneously 
if necessary. Whether any other bomber in the world 
can coolly hold its bombing run over a target while 
Jap bullets and shells are penetrating its armor 
is open to question.” 

On the day of the famed Dieppe operation, a flock 
of Fortresses blasted the key Nazi airdrome at near- 
by Abbeville. An accompanying British fighter pilot 
said: “Those Fortress fellows hit everything on that 
airfield, Their bombs fell perfectly from a great 
height, I didn't think they could do it. It was 
better bombing than anything I’ve seen in this war, 
even by planes flying thousands of feet lower.” 

Then, on Aug. 21, came the severest test yet. It 
was the North Sea encounter between four unescorted 
Fortresses and 20 to 25 of Germany’s latest fighters. 
And although it was undisclosed whether the objec-. 
tive was attained or not, the four planes did shoot 
down three of their opponents and damage nine 
others without loss to themselves. One Fortress 
received heavy damage, two of its motors being 
riddled, the co-pilot killed and the pilot so badly 
wounded that the bombardier, who had washed out 
at flying school, had to fly the plane back to Brit- 
ain. As the squadron leader said, “This fight proves 
beyond all question the ability of the Fortresses 
to fly escorted or unescorted anywhere. Some Ger- 
mans pressed home the attack from close to 300 
yards, but we beat them off.” Last Monday, a dozen 
Fortresses, with escorting fighters, successfully 
bombed two Nazi shipyards in France at a cost of 
a few crewmen wounded on one plane. 

So it seems that Flying Fortresses are doing all 
right. It is true that they carry only half the 
bomb load of such planes as Britain’s Lancasters and 
Stirlings, but they can attain an altitude of 30,000 
feet as compared to only 20,000 for the Lancasters 
and Stirlings. They are less heavily armed and 
armored, but they have more range and more speed.

In either case, are we going 
to assume responsibility for their defense, especially 
in so far as some of them will constitute a defense’ of 
our own shores? 

For Hitler there are no such problems. Wherever 
he goes, he means to have and to hold. But the 
democratic people of the United States are begin- 
ning to realize how many questions are raised by 
global war.

This document, signed at sea a little more 
than a year ago by Messrs. Roosevelt and 
Churchill and not yet implemented by par- 
liamentary or congressional action, stated 
eight principles on which the two states- 
men said they wanted to see the peace 
established. 

Those principles are: no aggrandizement, 
territorial or otherwise, for Britain or the. 
United States; territorial changes only as 
desired by the peoples concerned; all peo- 
ples to choose their own forms of govern- 
ment; subjugated peoples to be restored 
to self-government; equal access by all peo- 
ples to all the world’s raw materials; im- 
proved labor standards, economic adjust- 
ment and social security all over the world; 
worldwide freedom from fear and want 
(freedom of religion added later by Mr. 
Roosevelt; freedom of the seas; disarma- 
ment after the aggressors have had a 
change of heart. 

After the Allied victory, except.in the 
Russian sixth of the globe, it is almost 
certain that the United States will be the 
strongest military power in the world. It 
is absolutely certain that the United States 
will have, as always, a higher per capita 
willingness to mind other people’s business 
than any other nation.

Therefore, it is morally certain to fall 
mainly to our lot to make the terms of the. 
Atlantic Charter come true, What, spe- 
cifically, will we have to do to bring these 
abstract principles into operation?

In all aggressor nations and liberated 
nations, we'll have to. set up freedom of 
speech, press and religion. As to how these 
freedoms will be viewed in Russia, we can- 
not now know. 

We shall have to force open the doors of 
any country which sélfishly does not wish 
to let “furriners” in on its raw materials 
and factory payrolls on equal terms with 
its own inhabitants. We may even, con- 
ceivably, have to do some heavy persuading 
of some of our own farmers and working 
people on this point. 


After the other war, we hoped to set a 
good example to the rest of the world by 
becoming pacific oursleves, It didn’t work. 

This time, in order to make the Atlantic 
Charter come true, it seems inevitable that 
we shall have ta exercise force. That means 
policing large parts of the “world—placing 
garrisons at danger points and keeping 
them ready to fight. And that calls for a 
large professional Army, made up of men 
and officers who will make a profession 
of Army life on far frontiers. It will mean, 
we'd estimate, a force of at least 1,500,000 
men, all of them fighting career men like 
the United States Marines. 

That was the way ancient Rome kept the 
peace—-Pax Romana—throughout its enorni- 
ous empire. It stationed its legions at all 
possible explosion points, and they were 
good fighting men. Until the barbarian 
pressure from outside became too great for 
them, they kept the Roman peace. There 
seems to be no other way to do it, 

It-looks as if we are elected, after the 
Allied victory, to repeat in the twentieth 
century, and perhaps beyond, the military 
police policy of the Roman Empire—except 
that we seem destined to police most of the 
world. " 

Which is another. reason why we some- 
times venture the opinion that this country 
needs at least two more West Points and 


two more Annapolises, for the training of 
a large professional officer group.

The graduates, who had com- 
pleted an average of 25 hours in 
fire and gas defense, first aid and 
orientation work covering black- 
outs, organization and operation 
of the central control room on the 
fourth floor of the Civil Courts 
Building, represented 22 religious 
orders and 102 institutions in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County. 

Archbishop John J. Glennon, 
guest speaker, viewed the grad- 
uates from the speaking platform 
as a study in “black and white.” 
To him, the black of the religious 
habits repregented “death,” an in- 
tegral part of all war, and the 
white was “hope.” “It is good to 
remember this,” he said, “for life 
and death are so close together.” 

“This modern war is different,” 
he declared, “The evidence is this 
gathering, 6000 miles from the 
fighting fronts, whiclt is preparing 
to defend St. Louis. It is total 
war on land, sea, air—even under 
the sea—and we all are in it. 

“We will have to do our part to 
keep up morale, to nurse and to 
help the city if it is tried by fire, 
so the streain of national life will 
not be destroyed and so the people 
may live to serve their country in 
the long days of peace to come.” 

Mayor William Dee Becker, who 
distributed the official OCD air 
raid warden arm bands to the 
nuns, told the graduates that he 
hoped and prayed no bombs would 
fall on St. Louis, “but the Axis 
powers have no respect for re- 
ligion, so we must be prepared 
and alert for any eventuality.” 

Nelson Cunliff, assistant OCD co- 
ordinator here, explained the cen- 
tral control room and demon- 
strated its use. The positions of 
functional chiefs of police, fire, vita] 
services, streets and sewers, medi- 
cal, utilities and rescue squads 
were taken by nuns selected from 
the graduates and an imaginary 
“incident” was handled. 

The Rev. William H. Reeves, 
pastor of Our Lady Help of Chris- 
tians Church and the Archbishop's 
appointee as Catholic co-ordinator 
in the OCD program, told grad- 
uates they were “better prepared 
to escape the misfortunes of war.” 

The work of organizing the 
classes and directing the course of 
study was directed by The Rev. 
John F. Bannon, S. J., assistant 
professor of history and defense 
co-ordinator at St. Louis Univer- 
sity. The nuns have been receiv- 
ing instruction since June. Many 
now will give instructions to pa- 
rochial school classes.

Colleges Must Fill Gap 
by Training Students as 
Specialists. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP).— 
Lieut, Gen. Brehon B. Somervell 
told American educators today that 
shortages of trained men for the 
Army were serious, that the situ- 
ation was rapidly getting worse, 
and that schools and colleges must 


remedy the situation even at the 
cost of scrapping peacetime 


courses. 

Paul V. MoNutt, Federal Se- 
curity Administrator and 
Manpower Commission chairman, 
earlier had called on teachers and 
students to shoulder “new and 
heavier war duties’ and asked 
school boards to reconsider their 
programs in the light of war needs. 
Gen, Somervell and Fowler Har- 
per, deputy chairman of the War 
Manpower Commission, told the 
educators that every able-bodied 
young man should fee] that he is 
“destined for the armed services.” 
None, Harper said, is exempted 
merely because of his status as a 
student. 

Speaking to the American In- 
stitute on Education and the War, 
Gen. Somervell, commanding gen- 
eral of the Army’s Services of Sup- 
ply, said the supply of trained 
specialists failed to meet the 
Army’s requirements by 62,853 men 
out of every 300,000 inducted, and 
this took into consideration only 
categories in which there were ma- 
jor shortages. 
“Our Army today is an Army of 
specialists,” he said, “Out of every 
100 men inducted into the service, 
63 are assigned to duties requiring 
specialized training. We aren't 
getting those 63 specialists through- 
out the induction centers, But mod- 
ern mechanized warfare dictates 
that we must have them. : 
“Yes, we must have these spe- 
cialists—these men who know the 
fundamentals of electricity, who 
know automotive mechanics, who 
can operate radios ,or dismantle 
carburetors. Without them, your 
Army would be an incongruous 
mass, incapable of attaining any 
objective, : 

“Yes, these shortages of trained 
man power, of men trained in the 
fundamentals of jobs that must 
be done in a modern army—are 
serious, much too serious. The sit- 
uation is not getting better. It is 
fast getting worse. The specialist 
field is being combed and re- 
combed. The supply of ‘trained 
men is dwindling by the day.”

E shall muddle along—per- 
haps successfully and then 
again perhaps not—until Mr. 
Roosevelt realizes that the Presi- 
dent is an institution which can 
be administered in wartime only 
by himself, surrounded, supported 
and reinforced by a war cabinet 
composed of men who have both 
the titles of authority and the real- 
ities of power. The final respon- 
sibility is, of course, Mr, Roose- 
velt’s. But he cannot discharge 
that responsibility except upon the 
advice and through the acts of 
men who share the responsibility. 
The present system will not 
work—the present system which is 
composed of the men with the 
titles who lack power, the men 
with the nominal powers who lack 
the titles and in and among them 
the men who have neither titles 
nor authority, but simply personal 
influence at the White House. 
s * * 


A system of this kind is bound 
to be weak and is bound to under- 
mine the prestige of civilian gov- 
ernment. The things men complain 
about—the encroachment of the 
military on civilian authority, the 
pressure of the pressure groups 
and the general low esteem into 
which politicians have fallen— 
these are the consequences of the 
same central weakness. They 
come from the refusal of the Pres- 
ident to make a genuine war cab- 
inet for reaching his decisions and 
the enforcement of discipline.

Some speak- 
ers reported that Negro demon- 
strations at war industries plants 
had resulted in opening up em- 
ployment opportunities for Ne- 
proes. Their principal. cémplaints, 
however, were that Negroes were 
employed as porters and not given 
opportunities to learn mechanical 
trades, even though they did 
possess some mechanical ability. 

McNeal. said that national offi- 
cers are developing plans for the 
proposed march on Washington by 
100,000 Negroes. It will be con- 
ducted in the order of a demon- 
stration to impress on the admin- 
istration the insistence of Negroes 
for equal opportunities in industry 
and for full citizenship, and as a 
protest against segregation, Mc- 
Neal asserted, 

He expects final arrangements 
for the march on Washington to 
be made some time in September. 

Hugh H. C. Weed, vice-president 
and general manager of the Carter 
plant, told a Post-Dispatch. report- 
er today that the company is go- 
ing through a retooling process, 
and has been forced to lay off 
workers rather than employ new 
ones. 

“There are about 600 of our em- 
ployes we are anxious to re-em- 
ploy as soon as we can,’ Weed 
said.

Most of us are finding it more 


important than ever, nowadays, to 


select the less expensive cuts of 
meat, if we want to enjoy meat at 
all without going over our budgets 
or skimping on other foods. Con- 
sequently, many of us are learning 
for the first time just’ how good 
the inexpensive cuts can be. They 
may be less tender when cooked 
by the method used for other, 
higher-priced cuts; but when 
braised or stewed or pot-roasted, 
not even the finest porterhouse 
steak is more tender and delicious 
than, for example, the braised 
beef shortribs suggested for today's 
dinner. 
Braised Beef Shortribs. 


Two to two and a half pounds 


beef shortribs, two and a half tea- 
spoons salt, pepper to suit taste, 
five medium-sized potatoes, one 
bunch carrots, one teaspoon 
chopped parsley. 

Have shortribs sawed into serv- 
ing-size pieces (four to six pieces). 
Place them in an iron skillet or 
an ovenware casserole and brown 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
Fahrenheit) for 45 minutes, uncov- 
ered. Pour off tha fat which has 
cooked out, add one cup water and 
the salt and pepper, and cover the 
casserole or skillet; return to the 
oven, reducing the heat to 325 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and cook one 
hour. Then add the potatoes and 
carrots, both scraped and cut in 
halves lengthwise, and cook about 
half an hour longer, or until the 
vegetables are tender, adding more 
water if necessary. (Vegetables 


may be cooked separately if pre- 
ferred.) Serve piping hot, with a 
sprinkling of chopped parsley over 
the vegetables. Four servings.

Hazel Nielson, Extension Director, Tells of Work 
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By Clarissa Start 


, ; 

HE one ‘question in the minds 
§. of American women through- 

out the country is “What can 
Ido to help win the war?” The little 
things that women can do—sal- 
vaging old pairs of runner-latticed 
silk stockings, flattening’ tin cans, 
saving the half-cup of grease after 
the pork chops are fried, hunting 
up pictures of Aunt Grenadine 
taken in Germany on her grand 
tour—may not seem much indi- 


‘vidually, but taken collectively, 


they are adding up to a substantial 
contribution on the part of wom- 
en. And because women want to 
do even more to educate them- 


selves to be an asset to their com- 


munities in this time of crisis, va- 
rious organizations have grown up 
so they may pool their efforts 
more effectively. 

One of these is the American 
Women’s Voluntary Services, 
which now has a quarter of a mil- 
lion members, 850 of which are in 
St. Louis, and which has had a 


rapid growth because it is doing 


something about the desire of 
bt ea to be of service in war- 
me. é 


“You should see the correspond- 
ence we receive,” Hazel B. Nielson, 
director of extension of the A. W. 
V. 8S. visiting in St. Louis, said. 
“Volumes of it from all over the 
country, from women wanting to 
know how they can help. They 
want to do something. They have 
a wonderful spirit and desire for 
voluntary service.” 

“What we are actually doing is 
pooling the efforts of these women. 
There are many women who have 
never had the opportunity to find 
a special place for their services 
before. Many organizations are 
limited as to eligibility and since 
our only requirement is citizenship, 


*we have been able to make a place 


for them. We are functionigg now 
in 33 states, the District of Colum- 
bia, and Alaska, and we’re divided 
into regions just as the Army is 
divided into corps areas. St. Louis, 
for example, is region seven, just 
as, this is the seventh corps area 
in the Army. 


“We have two hands of service,” 
she continued. We train women, on 
the one hand, and on the other, we 
open channels of fervice for unit 
members to find their niches in 
this gigantic program of produc- 
tion, service, and defense. We do 
not have a compulsory program— 
each unit has freedom to choose its 
own—and the programs vary with 
geographic locations. For example, 
in Galveston they have worked out 
an extensive program, for evacua- 
tion, if necessary, which wouldn’t 
be quite so essential, say, in Pratt, 
Kansas, In all regions, we supple- 
ment rather than supplant exist- 
ing agencies.” 


One observation of Miss Nielson 
which should bring a good deal of 
satisfaction to Mid-Westerners is 
that she feels that the Middle West, 
particularly with regard to women 
war workers, is as alert and active 
as any section of the country. 


“People here may have felt geo- 
graphically secure in the past,” she 
said, “but in this age we can’t trust 
in geographical security. Recently, 
I think, people here are as alert as 
they are anywhere in the country. 
They have sent as many boys into

service; in fact before war broke 
out, the percentage of volunteers 
from the Middle West was out- 
standing. The sale of bonds is up 
as well here as anywhere. And 
more than that, I think that in this 
part of the country, more people 
have the qualities of the pioneers, 
faith and courage, and those are 
important, too. 

“TI think everywhere, women are 
discovering that lgarning to do the 
job as best we can, wherever we 
are, is going to win the War more 
than. anything else. There is one 
phrase that is held over from 
the last war that we can use now 
—that is ‘Carry on,’” 

The varied work done by the 
St. Louis chapter of the A. W. 
V. S. has included everything from 
sewing on buttons to attending 
classes in finger printing and code 
work. 

“Our classes in finger printing 


and code will graduate in a few 
weeks,” Mrs. Martin Glaser, local 
chairman, said. “Among our other 
work, we've done an outstanding 
job of selling stamps and bonds, 
selling over $170,000 worth in July 
alone. We have also been doing 
salvage 
silk stockings, a ton of them in 
the last few weeks. Also a num- 
ber of our women are working 
on the collecting of strategic pic- 
tures for the Government. We 
have also furnished a sewing unit 
to the recreational centers for 
service men, and they not only 
do little jobs, Iike sewing on but- 
tons, but have altered entire uni- 
forms, coats and trousers. Another 
of our duties is the securing of 
transportation for entertainers go- 
ing to Army posts. This week, for

Why Is Monday Wash Day? 


We have been chided by a reader 
who writes: 

“Don’t you think you should give 
us more in your column that ties 
up to this global conflict? At this 
time should not all literary effort 
be inspirational, morale building?” 


We confess that we periodically 
are overcome with this sentiment, 
refusing to calm our conscience 
with the sedative thought that we 
were holding up our end by the 
purchase of war stamps and bonds, 
making and writing occasional 
speeches, and lending a hand in 
other and humdrum ways. 


The war is on everybody’s mind, 
which is as it should be; but, being 
human and living in a civilized 
community, there are other things 
which keep coming into people’s 
minds which cannot be helped and 
which, perhaps, too, is as it should 
be, even when it is such an appar- 
ently trivial curiosity, as is evi- 
denced by a reader who asked us 
to answer the mundane question: 

“Why is Monday wash day?” 

Here is a query for which, in an- 
swer, we wish we had a bellicose 
tale, a recital of war’s horrors and 
heroics; at least, an appropriate 
anecdote which would instill in 
everyone who reads it courage, 
vigor and determination to dedi- 
cate everything we are and have to 
our fighting men. 


Alas, at the moment, we are not 
up to any such inspiriting reply to 
the casual inquiry. The reason 
why Monday became wash day 
very probably is rooted in the de- 
sire to start the week clean; or, 
perhaps, in the very practical re- 
flection carried down through the 
centuries from generation to gener- 
ation in the traditional verse: 


They that wash on Monday

“T think most of our work will 
be here, now and after the war,” 
she said, “but there are branches 
similar to ours at work in war 
zones as well as at home. 

“Just as there are men all over 
the world, on every continent, 
fighting to win the war, in the 
same manner, all over the world, 
the voluntary spirit of women is 
functioning.”

Makes Game, 
Another Fails

This identical bidding occurred 
at both tables of a recent team- 
of-four contest. The opening lead 
also was the e, the spade 
seven. At table one dummy’s 
spade ace was promptly put up, a 
club was led to the closed hand, 
and a heart was returned with the 
laudable intention of setting up 
the heart suit for discards. De- 
clarer hoped to pass the hearts 
Into East, who would be unable to 
open up the diamond suit, but this 
hope had a short life. West’s heart 
holding being what it was, declar- 
er could not establish hearts with- 
out giving West the lead, and a 
prompt diamond shift defeated the 
contract. 

At table two, the declarer used a 
far shrewder plan. Despite his 
singleton, he finessed the opening 
lead Naturally he did not expect 
the spade queen to hold; he was 
after a different prize, and he got 
it! For now, when East took his 
spade king and returned a spade 
(no other return would have been 
better) declarer discarded a heart, 
and promptly set up the heart suit 
without giving West any chance 
to get on lead. A heart ruff (after 
cashing the ace), a return to the 
club eight, a second heart ruff 
with a high trump, the cashing of 
the club ace, and a final return to 
the club nine put the contract “on 
ice.”
